Superbly illustrated and metieulously eatalogued by Dr. Jaeob Hirseh, the Ars Glassiea eatalogues eomprise one of 
the most important series of auetion sales of ehoiee aneient Greek and Roman eoins ever issued, and they remain 
indispensable in establishing and traeing pedigrees. The original plates, whieh have few peers for the period, are of 
exeeptional quality and allow one to dehnitively plate mateh eoins for provenanee purposes. All 17 of the Ars Glas¬ 
siea sales offering aneient eoins are present here (Sale IX offered rare Swiss eoins and is not ineluded). The eopy of 
the third sale is a hrm bidbook, and ineludes opening priees, estimates, hnal priees and buyers. The other eatalogues 
are well above average, often ineluding original printed priees realized lists and oeeasionally the names of buyers. All 
of these sales are listed in the Glain-Stefanelli and Grierson bibliographies. Rather than providing a tedious listing 
of numerieal eitations, it may be worth pointing out that John Spring, in hk Ancient Coin Auction Catalogues, ineludes

‘After the 
publieation of De Asse, Bude was eelebrated as the prineipal Freneh humanist, equal to Erasmus, or indeed superior” 
(Contemporaries of Erasmus, 1985, Volume I, pages 214-215). “[T]he greatest work on numismaties prior to [the] 
volume of Fulvio is the De Asse of Guillaume Bude, published in Paris in 1514. In this volume, whieh is undoubtedly 
the philologieal masterpieee of the early sixteenth eentury Bude sueeeeded better than any of his predeeessors in 
this area in proving, with an erudition and an exeeptional aeuity the exaet signifieanee of the monetary terminology 
of Greek and Roman antiquity, and not only Roman but also Greek eoins, in relation to those of his time” (Roberto 
Weiss, “An English Translation of JVota,” Illustrium Imagines: Incorporating an English Translation of JVota by Roberto Weiss, 
Accompanied by a Haf from the Eirst Illustrated Numismatic Book [Kolbe, 2001], page 17).

The revised and best edition of the first book devoted solely to aneient Seleueid eoins. It eomprises an authoritative 
history of the Seleueid Dynasty in Syria, based largely on the author’s extensive eolleetion. In this enlarged edition, 
eaeh ruler is depieted with a handsome large format portrait taken from a eoin, followed by eommentary and illustra¬ 
tions of his eoins. Jean Foy Vaillant (1632—1706) was a dedieated and seholarly Freneh numismatist and eolleetor 
of eoins who authored a large number of important numismatie works on aneient eoins. This partieular title is 
eonsiderably seareer than many of his works, with this being the first we have offered in nearly a deeade. Vaillant’s 
exeiting, sometimes perilous, travels on behalf of Colbert, minister to Louis Xiy in seareh of eoins, manuseripts 
and antiquities, have beeome the stuff of legend; partieularly the tale first related by the Freneh humanist and fellow 
antiquary Jaeob Spon of Lyon, eoneerning their near eapture at sea by “Turkish” eorsairs near Marseilles, where 
Vaillant reportedly ingested a eolleetion of twenty aneient gold eoins he was earrying, later reeovering them “at the 
rate nature herself permitted.”

Apparently an early trial version of this delightfully illustrated early numismatie work on the Roman empresses, 
fabrieated before the arrangement of the plates and their design had been hnally determined. Unique and most 
signiheant. The unfinished plates are, of neeessity, early impressions and are aeeordingly worthy of bibliographieal 
eomparison with their published eounterparts. While this work was first published in Italian in 1557, the unfinished 
nature of this 1558 Latin translation elearly suggests that both works were in preparation at the same time. A eareful 
eomparison of the various issues of both editions with the volume at hand may well provide new insight into Vieo 
the engraver, and Vieo and Valgrisio as printer-publishers. Of the author/engraver, Ferdinando Bassoli observes: 
“[Enea Vieo] united an uneommon talent as an artist and engraver in bronze with literary expertise... Vieo brought 
out two books of his own with reproduetions of eoins... The first is riehly illustrated with the eoinage of Julius 
Caesar, the seeond with engravings of Roman Empresses taken from eoins. In view of the quality of the typography, 
both deserve to be eonsidered as being amongst the finest Italian books of the sixteenth eentury... Enea Vieo is the 
first numismatie writer not to have been deeeived by eontemporary forgeries. Moreover, he did not only interest 
himself in the ‘portraits’ but in the eoins themselves, and also illustrated the reverses.”

Overall, this is perhaps the hnest set we have ever eneountered of this elassie series of plates, the only eompre- 
hensive early work depleting eighteenth-eentury English tokens. Issued serially over three years, eomplete sets are 
today deeidedly rare. The prefaee proposed to issue “fae-similes of four hundred and eighty different Coins, in four 
Volumes twelves, with an elegant frontispieee, at the priee of twenty shillings.” After the four volumes had appeared 
sueh a wealth of tokens remained un-illustrated that it was deeided to extend the series to eight volumes. Initiated 
by Denton, the last two parts were published by Prattent. The work appeared at ten- to fourteen-day intervals, priee 
sixpenee: three plates depleting twelve tokens eomprising a number. Given the method of distribution, the ehange in 
publisher (many sets are eomprised of only the hrst 180 plates), and the proelivity of early eolleetors to eut up plates 
to illustrate other books, it is not surprising that few eomplete sets have survived, espeeially with the various indexes 
and other textual enhaneements. A blank leaf preeeding the pertinent title in eaeh volume is inseribed in ink: “Hom¬ 
er R. Stephens, Fernbrook Park, Ossining, N.Y., 1937.” Ineluded are a number of neat, light peneil notations on the 
plates, probably aeeomplished by an earlier eolleetor and mainly deseribing edge varieties in the seribe’s eolleetion.

Grand Duke Georgii Mikhailovieh’s Mommu L^apcmeoeamsi was published over a period of a quarter eentury in a 
dozen volumes; the produetion of the Peter the Great volumes of this eorpus of Russian eoins was interrupted by 
the outbreak of war. The publieation history behind the Peter volumes is rather eomplieated. Volume I, whieh would 
have reprodueed the historieal doeumentation behind the eoinage, was not yet produeed when the projeet had to 
be suspended. Likewise, Volume IV had yet to be written. Volume II is the only volume to be published in full, and 
eovers the period from 1682 to 1710, ineluding the regeney of Sophia and the eoins of Peter’s brother Ivan (Ioann). 
Only a handful of sets of proof plates for Volume III were produeed. Most sets of the Georgii Mikhailovieh eorpus 
that have eome to market—the Staek’s family set in 2010, the set in the April 1992 van der Dussen sale, the Willy 
Fuehs set in 1991—have laeked these rare plates. Only Leon Hermes’s eomplete set sold by Kolbe in 1997, whieh 
featured 50 plates for this period (ineluding five numbered XGVI-GV not present here) and the set of Volumes II 
and III sold by Kolbe in 1995 (whieh ineluded 48 of the 50 known plates and whieh was reeently sold by Dmitry

Markov) surpass this set in number. This 
set is ex Peter Landry, and was sold in the 
1981 Sotheby’s sale of his library; it had 
been aequired by Landry from V Arehev 
as part of a trade. Poorly deseribed in the 
Landry sale, the plates brought a paltry 
;^275. They later appeared in a World- 
Wide Goins of California (James F. Elmen) 
sale of 14 May 1998, where they sold to Quentin 
Areher. 


S.G. Gromaehevskii wrote that Mommu L^apcmeoeanisi is a “eolos- 
sal and elassie seientifie work whieh has no equal in the Russian or in 
the entire foreign held of numismatie literature. Espeeially important for the 
eoverage of monetary history through the inelusion of a vast wealth of hitherto 
inaeeessible doeumentation. Eaeh volume eontains a well-foeused summary eovering 
the teehnieal and hseal aspeets of the eoinage it deals with, along with sueeinet, preeise 
deseriptions of the eoins. A fully developed index in eaeh volume eovers persons, eoins, subjeets, 
ete. The edition is stunningly deluxe, with paper of the highest quality, elegant typography and superb photographie 
illustrations of the eoins. The Ofhee for the Preparation of Government Doeuments [the equivalent of the United 
States Bureau of Engraving and Printing] has turned out an unexcelled masterpiece.” The renowned numismatic 
researcher and collector Georgii Mikhailovich was born in Tiflis in 1863 and was murdered on January 28, 1919 by 
the Bolsheviks along with three other Russian Grand Dukes. His tragic end was in contrast to a life of privilege. The 
Grand Duke began collecting coins as a teenager and, being of extraordinary means, soon formed an impressive 
collection. In Onucanie u usoSpaMenie HTbrnmophix-b prbdKux-b MOHerm Moezo co^panisi, he first proposed the publication of 
a corpus of Russian coinage from Peter the Great onwards. A corpus of pre-Petrine coinage had already been pro¬ 
posed by Count Tolstoi a few years earlier. The Grand Duke funded the project and under his direction the various 
volumes were compiled by Giel, Demmeni and others. Twelve volumes had appeared when the outbreak of war cur¬ 
tailed completion.

Kress Golleetion at the National Gallery of Art. George Hill, in his prefaee, notes that “keenly as Gustave Dreyfus 
appreeiated all his beautiful things, he had a partieularly soft plaee in his heart for the Italian medals... His was 
perhaps the hnest eolleetion that has ever been in the hands of a private eolleetor—the ‘perhaps’ might be omit¬ 
ted but that it is diffieult to range the great eolleetions in a true perspeetive.” A printed notiee on the verso of the 
half-title reveals that “The eolleetion of Monsieur Gustave Dreyfus was aequired in 1930 from his exeeutors by Sir 
Joseph Duveen Bart.” Sir Joseph was the moving foree of the New York Gity hrm of Duveen Brothers and, by most 
aeeounts, remains the greatest international art dealer of all time.

Reissued in 1863 by 
the important early American coin collector A.G. Kline, it is one of the earliest American numismatic works to be 
reprinted. In his preface of his reprint, Kline states: “This pamphlet has now become of such rarity that its purchase 
is an utter impossibility, while at the same time an almost universal desire to obtain everything connected with the 
History of Continental Money, has caused considerable inquiry to be made for it.”

Su¬ 
perb in all mint series.” One of this country’s pioneer numismatists, Cleneay commenced collecting in the 1840s and 
formed one of the most important early collections of colonials and United states coins, uniformly in top condition 
and nearly complete in all series. In the preface the Chapmans praised Cleneay as “an ardent lover of the science of 
Numismatics, and a highly-esteemed citizen,” noting that “His aim was to secure specimens of all the United States 
series (in) either proof or uncirculated condition” and concluding that Gleneay’s was “the most nearly complete col¬ 
lection of United States coins ever offered.” The plates, tinted in colors to approximate their metallic content, depict 
the following coins: I—ancient Greek, Roman and foreign gold coins; II American colonial silver and copper coins; 
III United States and pioneer gold; IV—United States silver dollars; V—Gobrecht and later dollars and United States 
half dollars; VI—United States quarter dollars; VII United States dimes and half dimes; VIII & IX—large cents;

Arguably the best and certainly the most enduring work on American numismatics ever written. Sylvester Sage 
Crosby began gathering information for his magnum opus in the late 1860s. Nominally the head of a committee 
of six appointed by the New England Numismatic and Archaeological Society to publish a work on early American 
coinage, he soon found himself alone in that pursuit. Not only was the research and composition of the work done 
almost entirely by Crosby, ultimately he also had to publish it. “It is truly the keystone to any library of American 
coinage.” — Eric P. Newman. A most interesting addition to the text is the Woodburytype plate compiled and 
published by Dr. Edward Maris. This handsome plate was first offered in an April 1876 editorial announcement 
appearing in American Journal of Numismatics: “Subscribers to the Early Coins of America, can obtain a plate of 
forty-eight varieties of Connecticut, Vermont and New Jersey coins, which are described but not illustrated in that 
book. The size of the plate is uniform with those in Mr. Crosby’s work. Price, 50 cents.” Depicting coins from Maris’s 
notable collection, the plate is useful for establishing pedigrees as well as being an important adjunct to the classic 
1875 work on American colonial coins. Probably fewer than 100 plates were originally prepared and today it is rarely 
encountered. It has been suggested that Maris’s intentions in publishing his plate were less than pure, and that a 
rivalry existed between Maris and Crosby from which this plate may have been derived as an act by Maris to “show 
up” Crosby by drawing attention to varieties not included by him. The presence of examples in copies in Nova Con- 
stellatio bindings commissioned by the author has, however, bought this rivalry into some question, and its presence 
in the finely bound copy in Crosby’s own library suggests that whatever rivalry may have existed between the two 
numismatists did not preclude them from an admirable cooperation (see Kolbe & Eanning’s 2011 New York Book 
Auction, lot 418).

A remarkably well-preserved eopy of the first work eovering the entire range of Ameriean numismaties. Usually 
eneountered in well-worn eondition, espeeially at the spine. Diekeson’s book is a landmark of Ameriean numismatic 
history By nature a popularizer and showman, he toured the country for several years in the early 1850s lecturing 
on North American archeology and excavating Indian mounds. His lecture was enhanced by a painting, 348 feet 
long and over seven feet high, entitled Monumental Grandeur of the Mississippi Valley. It was meant to be rolled up on 
two poles, then unrolled like a film strip to reveal various historical and archeological scenes pertinent to the lecture. 
His Numismatic(al) Manual (the al was dropped after the first edition), while not so spectacular, was clearly intended to 
reach a mass market. Handsome in format and visual presentation, it was distributed by a major publisher of the day 
and written in an authoritative manner. Dickeson even envisaged, “if it should be approved, to prepare an edition 
for the use of schools.” Until the appearance of Breen’s magnum opus in 1988, it remained the only comprehensive 
work on American numismatics ever published.

A most unusual production, possibly unique as such, being a deluxe presentation binding in leather of Eastman’s 
interesting treatise on spurious bank notes. Curiously, it includes four finely engraved plates produced by Rawdon, 
Wright, Hatch & Edson for inclusion in George Peyton’s earlier work on the same topic, as well as the pages from 
that earlier work discussing the plates. The binding is based on the black cloth of the 1859 original of Eastman’s 
book, which features the word money prominently impressed in silver on the center front board. An unabashed 
laissez-faire capitalist, Harvey Gridley Eastman built his fortune, after a false start or two, by providing for “the 
proper (commercial) education of young men and women.” The above publication was published early in his career 
while he was still struggling, and copies are seldom encountered. The Eastman St. Eouis and Oswego Commercial 
Colleges prominently mentioned in its pages both ceased to exist sometime in the year of publication. Moving to 
Poughkeepsie, New York, he preceded his arrival with a generous quantity of advertising and by the mid-1860s he 
was instructing up to 1,700 students at a time and spending $60,000 per year advertising the merits of his estab¬ 
lishment. His personal motto, “This one thing I do,” was presumably based on mottoes quoted in the book. The 
regular edition is a very scarce publication in its own right, of considerable historical merit and of special interest to 
collectors of business college currency (vide Fred Reed’s 1987 Coin World article, “This one thing I do”). This is the 
only deluxe presentation copy of which we have been able to locate any record. Ex G(lement) G(arrington) Gaines, 
President of the Eastman School of Business in Poughkeepsie, a successor of Eastman’s original school, and signed 
by him on the title and front pastedown.

A rare edition of this landmark book in Ameriean numismaties. The very rare Deeember 1849 supplement eompris- 
ing pages 221^240 eontains the attraetive plate of California and Mormon gold eoins (probably the earliest metallie 
embossed eoin illustrations produeed in this eountry) and the tipped-in Mormon plate. The aetual gold samples in- 
eluded in some eopies were never ineluded in this (i.e., they have not been removed, but were never present to begin 
with). This eopy also eontains the even more rare 2-page 1851 addenda, ineluding a depietion of the new three-eent 
silver pieee. At the time of publieation, this was the only praetieal guide available to Ameriean eoin eolleetors. It was 
the hrst work to illustrate the 1804 dollar and was one of the earliest works to eombine daguerreotype photography, 
eleetrotyping, embossing, and the medal ruling maehine for illustrative purposes.

A magnificent collection of early English eoins, Roman silver eoins and important Ameriean eolonial eoins. By far 
best remembered today, however, for ineluding Miller’s eolleetion of Gonneetieut eoppers, on whieh he wrote what 
is still the standard referenee (based partly on prior work by Dr. Thomas Hall). Plated Miller sales are noted rarities 
and have always been desirable: in his deseription of a eopy in a 1929 auetion eatalogue. Elder wrote: “Very rare. 

Not over 8 or 10 Plate eatalogs were issued. Probably none other to be had anywhere for sale. Ought to bring $15 to 
$20.” (The market for these has, suffiee to say, inereased.) The first eight plates depiet British eoins from Geltie times 
to Queen Vietoria, ineluding several Roman Republiean eoins; the ninth through twenty-seeond plates illustrate a 
wide variety of aneient Roman eoins, along with a few Byzantine pieees and several eoins of Roman Egypt; and the 
final six plates are devoted to Ameriean eolonial eoins.

One of the landmarks of early U.S. numismatie literature, Joshua Franeis Fisher’s work is only the seeond artiele 
published in the United States diseussing Ameriean eoins or medals from the point of view of a numismatist. While 
a number of publieations predate this and James Mease’s 1821 “Deseription of Some of the Medals Struek in Rela¬ 
tion to Important Events in North Ameriea” (generally regarded as the hrst truly numismatie artiele published in 
this eountry on U.S. medals), those early publieations were written for merehants, bankers, lawyers, politieians and 
other people who dealt with monetary issues on a daily basis. Little had been written from the point of view of one 
who studies eoins and medals, with John G. Kunze’s 1800 deseription of his eolleetion being the notable exeeption 
(though the Kunze work foeused little of its attention on Ameriean eoins and medals). Both Fisher’s and Mease’s 
artieles are extremely rare. The artiele itself is far from being a rehashing of Mease’s previous work: in faet, they list 
only one medal in eommon: the “Washington before Boston” medal of the Gomitia Amerieana series. Fisher de- 
seribes 14 Washington medals, 5 Franklin medals, one eaeh depleting Jefferson and Benjamin Rush, 3 medals of the 
Revolution and 14 earlier eolonial medals ineluding the very rare Lord and Lady Baltimore medal. Lisher’s artiele is 
more eoneerned with eolonial-era medals than Mease’s, whieh mostly deseribes the Gomitia Amerieana series and 
related medals.

Although the eatalogue states that 75 eopies were issued on thiek paper with the plate, it is one of 
the most elusive of Frossard’s plated sales. The light staining on the plate (and only the plate) in this eopy and in at 
least one other seen suggests the possibility that some, perhaps most, were damaged in produetion and never issued.

The rarity and quality of the eoins offered in 
the Garrett family sales and the relative infrequeney with whieh they eome to market makes this arehive all the more 
important. While the 1979-81 sale eatalogues were well produeed, with eolor illustrations of many of the better 
items, there is no getting around the faet that printed halftones are a poor substitute for aetual photographie prints. 
Present here are hundreds of sueh prints, ineluding many in eolor, and the negatives required to print any number 
more. The ability to examine these speetaeular speeimens elosely under magniheation, is essential for detailed analy¬ 
sis.

An eady premium guide issued by the brothers Guttag, speeialists, 
as eited on the front eovers, in foreign money and foreign exghange, as well as being numismatists. It was issued 
slightly after, or perhaps eoneurrently with, the firm’s ubiquitous Foreign Currency and Exchange Guide, advertised on the 
last page. In eontrast. Rare Coins of the United States is infrequently eneountered in any form. The firm’s wide-ranging 
traditional aetivities are headlined in the present volume: Bullion, Speeie, Foreign Bank Notes, Golleetions Made 
in All Parts of the World, Brokers in Foreign Exehange, Traveler’s Cheques, Fetters of Credit, Ete. At the time of 
publieation, however, the Guttag firm was beginning to expand its business to inelude the marketing of rare foreign 
and Ameriean eoins. Their first Coin Bulletin, published in the spring of 1923, announees: “For years past we have 
been dealing in Goins as part of our general business, but on aceount of the tremendous inerease in this braneh 
we have found it neeessary to establish a new department to deal in GOINS EXGFUSIVEFY.” From the Estate of 
Henry Guttag.

John G. Kunze’s 1800 description of his coin collection, possibly the only 18th-century account of a coin cabinet 
formed by an American collector. Kunze’s little-known article, written in the form of a letter to Dr. Samuel Mitehill 
though intended for publication, is one of the very few detailed portrayals of coin collecting in the early days of the 
Republic. Kunze (1744-1807) was a Lutheran minister and professor. Having studied at the University of Leipzig, 
he moved to Philadelphia in 1770, married, and established the Lutheran Theological Seminary. The pastor of Zion 
Lutheran Church, he served as a member of the Board of Trustees of the University of the State of Pennsylvania,

where he also served as a professor of languages and philology. He later moved to New York, where he served the 
Trinity and Christ Church and taught Oriental languages at Columbia. In addition to his religious and scholarly 
activities, Kunze studied medicine and astronomy, and was the official translator for Congress in 1785. He begins his 
letter to Mitchill: “With pleasure I comply with your request, to give you a short description of the litde cabinet of 
coins in my possession. It would be the extravagance of curiosity, bordering on the lust of the eyes, had I made this 
collection only for my own two eyes. I can therefore have nothing against its publication, provided it is well remem¬ 
bered, that I do not attach any idea of greatness to it.” He does admit that for New York it is a large collection and 
“at any rate, the foundation for a good one is laid.” Kunze’s collection was heavily comprised of modern (i.e., post- 
Renaissance) European coins and medals, though some ancient coins and American pieces were included. Given the 
collection’s contents, it seems reasonable to surmise that he collected in both Europe and America during the late 
colonial period through his death in 1807. Among the American items in his cabinet were a 1757 Quaker Treaty 
of Easton Indian Peace Medal (Betts 401), four 1652-dated Massachusetts silver pieces “all of different sizes,” a St. 
Patrick farthing, Boscawen, Pitt and Vernon medals, a Rosa Americana piece, and a Voce Populi. “My duplicates I 
have in a particular chest, from which every spectator is permitted to take what he pleases, by replacing each with a 
coin, of any value, which is not yet in the collection.” On Kunze’s death, the New-York Historical Society contacted 
his widow and heirs to inquire about the disposal of the collection. At its meeting of July 14, 1818, the Society’s Vice 
President, Dr. Kosack, read a letter from Mrs. Kunze dated June 30, 1818, in which she donated the collection to 
the Society. The collection was well-regarded at the time; the 1821 volume of the Collections of the New-Tork Historical 
Society contains David Hosack’s inaugural address as president of the Society (pages 269 to 280), in which he com¬ 
ments on the Society’s coin collection, much of it received from Rev. Dr. Kunze. The circumstances of the donation 
were retold in the Proceedings of the Mew-Tork Historical Society for the Tear 1843. While virtually unknown today, Kunze’s 
epistolary article has not always been forgotten, with Daniel Parish publishing “A New York Collection of Ancient 
and Modern Goins as Described in the Year 1800, by the Owner, the Rev. Dr. John G. Kunze” in the 1907 volume 
of the Proceedings of the American Numismatic and Archeological Society. More recently, John N. Lupia III has made note 
of the 1805 printing of the article (vide infra) on his website. Joel J. Orosz, in his monograph on Pierre Eugene du 
Simitiere, cites Robert Hendre Kelby’s 1905 history of the New-York Historical Society, which states that the Kunze 
collection was eventually stolen from that institution, “nothing remaining but the cabinet which held the coins and 
medals.” The Medical Repository was more specialized in title than in actual scope of coverage, reviewing “publications 
on physic, surgery, chemistry, natural history, civil history, politics, topography, voyages & travels, more particularly 
those that relate to America.” Erank Euther Mott’s A History of American Magazines (1930) considered it to be the first 
scientific journal published in the United States.

A landmark of early U.S. numismatic literature, Mease’s article in this volume of the Collections of the Massachusetts

[vide supra] includes some American content, but in the main discusses foreign coins). The article is expanded from 18 
to 24 pages, and adds material to Mease’s descriptions of the medals from the War of 1812.

A completely unsophistieated eopy of this foundational work. Mease’s 1838 artiele is “the hrst numismatie artiele on 
Ameriean eoins published in Ameriea,” aeeording to Erie Newman {The Asylum, Summer 1992). Of the highest im- 
portanee and eonsiderable rarity. Brief as it may be, this work is the foundation upon whieh U.S. numismatie seholar- 
ship has been eonstrueted. Indeed, it is of greater value than merely as a euriosity or historieal artifaet: Newman’s 
aforementioned artiele diseusses how Mease’s eomments on the Bar Cent and the eireulating value of Conneetieut 
eoppers have important implieations for eurrent seholarship on these pieees. James Mease, M.D. (1771—1846) was 
a polymath who published on an number of different subjeets, ineluding medieine, geology and history. His Picture 
of Philadelphia (1811) is a foundational work of loeal history and eontains the hrst useful deseription of U.S. Mint 
operations. In addition, he is eonsidered to be the hrst writer to publish on the subjeet of U.S. numismaties. In a 
groundbreaking series of three artieles (of whieh this is the last). Mease examined U.S. medals and eoins from the 
perspeetive of the numismatist. In his 1859 leeture on the topie of U.S. numismatie literature, William S.E Mayers 
noted that “the hrst aetual attempts at systematie elassiheation and reeord of the eoins struek in or for the Ameriean 
eolonies and United States, appear in the shape of papers to be found in the eolleetions of State Historieal Soeieties” 
(“The Eiterature of Ameriean Numismaties,” JVorton’s Literary Letter, No. 3, p. 6). Mease’s artieles are speeiheally men¬ 
tioned by Mayers in his artiele, showing that these works, long forgotten until reeent years, were still in the memory 
of some in the late 1850s.

Very rare. Crosby relates in his 1875 Early Coins of America that in 1785 Charles Borrell proposed to supply eoinage to 
South Carolina. Unknown to Crosby, Borrell later deelined to proeeed and John Hinekley Mitehell began, at about 
this same time, a eonsiderable eorrespondenee on the same projeet with Matthew Boulton, whom he had met on a 
trip to England. When the Constitution was ratihed in 1788, the States lost the right to issue or regulate eoinage and 
Mitehell redireeted his efforts to provide, through Boulton, eoinage for the United States. This important eorrespon¬ 
denee forms the basis of Don Taxay’s eonsiderable diseussion of the topie in The US. Mint and Coinage. The hrst eopy 
we have offered sinee the 2004 Ford sale.

An outstanding sale, rated A+ by Adams: ‘Absolutely definitive for patterns, eolonials (several unique), and regular is¬ 
sue gold, silver and eopper.” Parmelee’s remarkable eolleetion has frequently been regarded as the finest eolleetion of 
Ameriean eoins ever formed. One hundred eopies were issued with plates (though most haven’t survived), attraetively 
tinted to approximate the metal eolor of the eoins depieted. The presentation of the Federal issues is rather unique. 
Arranged ehronologieally rather than by denomination, this innovation was not well reeeived at the time, and has sel¬ 
dom been used sinee. A famous and highly sueeessful Boston bean baker, Parmelee began eolleeting eoins by sorting 
through the large eents from his daily reeeipts. He sold duplieates but eontinually upgraded his personal eolleetion. 

In his first major eoup, he purehased the superb eolleetion formed by George F. Seavey whieh was slated to be sold 
at auetion. He aequired the Brevoort eolleetion in 1876, the magnifieent Bushnell eolleetion in 1882, and purehased 
many rarities from Sylvester Crosby The first two plates illustrate eopper patterns and eolonials; plates 3 and 4 depiet 
silver patterns and eolonials; plate 5 illustrates eopper eolonials and Washingtonia; plate 6 is mainly devoted to early 
eents and half eents; plates 7 and 8 largely depiet superb early United States silver eoins; plates 9 and 10 are devoted 
to ehoiee eents and half eents; plates 11 and 12 mainly illustrate United States and gold patterns, ineluding a Brasher 
doubloon; and the final plate is devoted to large denomination nineteenth-eentury United States silver eoins.

Benjamin Rush (1745-1813) was a Philadelphia physieian and seientist who also served as Treasurer of the U.S. 

Mint from 1797 to 1813. Rittenhouse (1732—1796), of eonrse, was the hrst Direetor of the U.S. Mint, serving in that 
eapaeity until 1795 when poor health foreed him to resign (Rittenhouse’s position at the Mint is mentioned on pages 
39-40 of the present work). Both Rittenhouse and Rush were polymaths, and this rare eulogy is a wonderful testa¬ 
ment to the relationship between these two extraordinary men. The memorial serviee was an important oeeasion, 
with President Washington himself attending.

An exceptionally well-preserved specimen, ex William Sumner Appleton with his bookplate. As proclaimed on the ti¬ 
tle, following the author’s name, Snowden was the Director of the Mint at the time of publication. He writes: “In the 
early part of the year 1859 it occurred to the writer that it would be interesting, and no doubt gratifying to the public 
taste, to collect and place in the Cabinet of the National Mint one or more specimens of all the medallic memorials 
of Washington which could be obtained.” Enlisting the assistance of coin collectors and the public, Snowden man¬ 
aged to increase the collection from four or five specimens to one hundred thirty-eight. “The collection thus made 
was... formally inaugurated, as a part of the Cabinet of the Mint, on the 22nd day of February, 1860... on which 
occasion the farewell address was read.” This resulting handsomely produced volume thus became the first major 
catalogue of Washington medals. Readers were encouraged by Snowden to fill any remaining gaps in the collection. 
At the close of the preface the author notes that “This work, in conjunction with the Mint Manual of Coins, recently 
published, completes the description of the objects of interest and curiosity collected and exhibited in the Museum 
or Cabinet of the Mint of the United States.” A fair number of both of these well-produced works must have been 
originally issued as copies appear on the market with some regularity, though the cloth with which the present title 
was bound is prone to tearing and few remain as handsome as this.
